From Osman Effendi, the Turkish how- 
adji, with his snowy turban and ankle- 
sweeping robe, and listless, impassive 
face, it is a wide step to the president, 
Dr. Hamlin. The senior class, this 
year, iscomposed entirely of Bulgarians. 
Yet, as they deliver their addresses, 
save for an occasional trip of pronun- 
ciation, ora slip in grammar, one might 
almost be persuaded he was listenin 
to American or English youth. Facility 
in the acquisition of language, is a 
special gift of God to the nations of the 
Sclavonian family. A Bulgarian can 
learn, and employ with ease, a language, 
while an American is painfully stum- 
bling through its rudiments. Of these 
orations, most are in English, though a 
part in Bulgarian and French. They 
are well composed, contain many ele- 


ered with assurance and grace. This 
last commencement was a marked one 
in the history of the college. It was

These lakes vary in extent from 
one hundred -to two thousand acres 
each, and are located at elevations rang- 
ing from three todive thousand feet 
above the sea. It is claimed that they 
are capable of furnishing a constant} 
stream of sixty thousand inches of 
water. Besides these lakes the compa- 
ny has acquired title to a large area of 
mining ground and timber and agricul- 
tural lands. The country to . be 
supplied with water for mining purpos- 
es alone, comprises an area of fifty 
miles in ‘length by from five to twenty 
in width, and the company confidently 
expect that from this source alone there 
will be a demand for from ten to twenty 
thousand inches of water at ten cents 
per inch for ten hours use,- In addition 
to this and other sources of revenue 
the company count largely upon the 
supply imperatively required by the 
city of Sacramento.

Physical Delicacy Variable. 


BY REY. F. 8. JEWELL, PH. D. 


We accept the superior physical del- 
icacy of woman asafact. Her educa- 
tion ‘must then be first marked by 
adaptation to that fact. But it does 
not follow that the adaptation will al- 
ways pursue one line, or present one 
constant phase. The general method 
may evince a certain uniformity; but 
individual cases will require an excep- 
tional treatment. And these are the 
cases which it is the most difficult to 
reach in adaptive training. 

There are, for example, girlsin whom 

nature, for reasons unknown to us, has, 
as it were, crossed herself. Their nature 
is exceptional. The masculine opposite 
of the law of superior physical delicacy, 
prevails, Now, what is wanted in the 
training of such girls, is not so much 
consideration, as counteraction. What 
is wanted is, not at all regardful adap- 
tation to the delicacy of nature; but 
rather skillful though ‘firm moderation 
of its contradictory excesses. The 
study must be to secure so much of ju- 
dicious restraint, or skillful diversion, 
as without subverting the nature, will 
draw it into a nearer harmony with the 

finer development and office-work of 
the true woman. 

On the other hand, there are many— 
too many, indeed—who suffer, not from 
over-fineness in native structure, but 
from insufficiency of physical endow- 
ment, want of vigor, vitality. Here, 
the duty of the parent or teacher be- 
comes two-fold, involving both tender 
consideration and vigorous counterac- 
tion. Such regezd must be had for the 
actual physical condition, as will pre- 
serve it from being overtaxed; and yet 
positive effort must be made to develop 

a higher vigor and robustness, even 
though it be at the seeming expense of 
delicacy. In direct opposition to what 
is demanded for the former class, a 
taste for the more vigorous exercises 
and labors, not even excepting those of 
a somewhat masculine character, must 
be cultivated. It is better to err in that 
extreme, than to run the more serious 
risk of fastening or intensifying a qual- 
ity, already in excess. Many romps, if 
you choose, of this class, but not of the 
former. 

With regard to the middle class, the 
application of the law of adaptation to 
the physical delicacy of the girl is more 
clear. Yet it must not be forgotten, 
that thg adaptation may be pressed to 
excess, and so become an evil. We 
certainly would not do violence to the 
girl’s structure by subjecting her hands 
to the broadening and roughening use 
of the hoe or the axe. It were, how- 
ever, no less a wrong to restrict their 
use and practice to the narrow limits of 
the feather-duster and the crochet- 
needle. We should be illy satisfied to 
have her turned loose barefoot, or sent 
tramping about in kip boots. It could, 
however, hardly. be less an abuse to 
banish her from the green fields or the 
freshly-showered street, by allowing her 
to luxuriate altogether in kid slippers 
and cloth gaiters. Delicacy so far as is 
consistent with proper freedom of ‘ac- 
tion, healthful enjoyment of the bright 
out-door world, and practical product- 


iveness or usefulness as a woman, | 


should be the law. ‘That, however, isa 
widely different thing from the too com- 
mon, fashionable house-plant seclusion, 
enervating luxuriousness of habit and 
destitution of employment; and the 
consequent fastidious or fancied help- 
lessness and semi-invalidism. What- 
ever physical delicacy, or softness, all 
this may induce, is of a spurious and 
destructive character.

We draw these conclusions: First, 
that the cholera is not atmospheric and. 
therefore unavoidable, but simply a 
disease communicable either by contact 
through the medium of the excreta, or 
by a special charging of the atmosphere 
with the miasma arising therefrom. 
Secondly, that want of personal clean- 
liness, improper and insufficient food, 
closely and badly ventilated apartments, 
imperfect drainage and want of a sup- 
ply of fresh, untainted water, intemper- 
ance which enfeebles and deranges the 
whole system, are what aggravate the 
disease and lead to the fatal proportions 
it assumes. Thirdly, that with a proper 
observance of these sanitary laws which: 
are to-day so well understood, by a ju- 
dicious use of such medicinal remedies 
as will check the earliest symptoms of 
diarrhoea, a careful diet, temperate 
habits, and an abundant outward appli- 
cation of cold water, while lying in a. 
drained neighborhood, the 
approach of this pest may be regarded 
almost with indifference..:

germ is formed by and in the excreta of 
the patient, aud by and in those per- 
sons who may not have been actually 
seized with the complaint, but have 
been living within the sphere of its de- 
vastations, wheresoever such excreta 
are left neglected.
